In a recent issue of your paper,

To those to whom the 
atmosphere of a pig-pen savoursof the 
lost 
Paradise, 
or who prefer 
the 
society 
of cows and geese 
health and cleanliness, there may 
be a fascination in this condition of 
thingSjbut tOjtho.se who desire that their 
home and its surroundings be clean 
;md attractive, it is a nuisance of the 
most intolerable description, and not 
only are the streets and sidewalks 
contaminated, but shade trees are dis- 
figured and destroyed, and everything 
which the fancy of a cow can suggest 
or her head reach is speedily devoured 
satisfy her inordinate 
appetite. 
The citizen who loves to cultivate the 
piece of ground around his home is 
continually in a state of siege, and 
woe be unto his ros(,'s or his cabbage 
he does not securely fasten his gate 
at night. 


If I were to send my children out 
into the streets to get their food and 
clothing by stealing from the baker, 
the butcher, the grocer, or the dry 
goods man, how long would it be, do 
you sup])oae, before the grand 
jury 
would investigate my conduct? And 
yet there is practically no greater 
crime 
in my doing 
so than 
in my neighbor 
turning 
animals 
loose to prey upon my property. 


The other day, on Calhoun street, a 
cow was complacently eating the veg- 
etables extH>8ed for sale at Irey's store, 
yet it would be next to impossible for 
iiim to obtain any redress. 


If we have any law to restrain ani- 
nutls from running loose in this city, 
it should be at once enforced; if we 
have no such law, for God's sake let 
us h a v e one.

have forsaken me now. I am com- 
pelled to ask the public to aid me in 
my sad affliction. I am anxious to go 
to Chicago to see if I can have my 
eyes helped. 
If not, I want to go to 
the blind institute to learn to work 
and also to walk alone. 
As much as 
I have done for the children, I did not 
think that Minnie Brown would treat 
me that way. I am sorry to have to 
ask the public to aid me, but if I can- 
not pay you I pray God will reward 
you.

Water Works Meeting In th 


Seventh Ward Last Night. 


Speeches

A fair audience assembled at the 


seventh ward engine house last nigh 
to hear a further discussion of the 
water works question. 
The meeting 


was organized by the election of Geo 
Jacoby chairman, after which Capt 
Hettler was called on and responded 
with a short address, which was con- 
clusive and to the point. 
The speak- 


er referred to the short time which 
was left for the people to decide 
whether they would have waterworks 
in which they would be stockholders 
or whether they would have a mo- 
nopoly. Terre Haute was pointed out 
as an instance where the city was bur- 
dened by ft water works monopoly. 
Fort Wayne has been extremely 
fortunate in regard *to fires in the past, 
but it has been pure geod fortune, 
and cannot be depended on. Even a 
private company would give the out- 
side wards no protection in that re- 
spect, 
as 
they 
would only 


run 
their 
mains 
through 
the 


business and richer portion of the 
city. 
It has been charged that the 


council, after the people had voted for 
water workd, would go back on the 
outside wards and also that $270,000 
would not build the works. 
He had 


only to say that the people's own 
good judgment would teach them 
better than that, for as long as the 
outside wards had ten councilmen no 
such a scheme could be carried out 
even if it should be devised. The 
waterworks debt would not be a tax 
eating'debt but would soon become a 
tax paying debt. The fund would be 
automatic; it would pay itself. 
Our 


waterworks system is the most scien- 
tific that can be produced. 
Well 


water for domestic, purposes and river 
water by direct -pressure for fire pur- 
poses. At the same time, during the 
construction of the works, a number 
of our own workiugmen would have 
work and afterwards new manufactor- 
ies would spring up and afford them 
constant employment. The question 
simply is, will the city pay taxes for 
water works or will we have works 
which will pay tax to the city. 


The chairman being called upon 


made a few remarks expressing himself 
strongly in favor of water works. 


James E. Graham next took the 


floor at the call of the audience and 
stated that, although he could say 
nothing new, yet from the fact that 
his ward was as much interested as 
any ward in the city, he wanted to 
help to impress on the minds of his 
fellow-citizens the importance of their 
votes on next Tuesday. He said that 
•water works would increase the de- 
mand for labor, and that all of the 
$270,000, except possibly what would 
be expended for pipes and engines, 
would be distributed among the work- 
ing men of Fort Wayne, and already 
he sees signs that even the pipes would 
be manufactured in this city. Some 
persons claim that the work'will cosl 
a great deal more than the estimatec 
price. Yet he has neverfound a man 
who could give any reliable data for 
such a statement. Mr. Cook has given 
his lifetime to estimates and figures 
and he would hardly risk his well- 
known reputation by lying to the Fort 
Wayne people. Two hundred anc 
seventy thousand dollars is $ilO,00( 
less than the estimated cost twi

FOBT WAYNB, INP. 


A fair audience assembled at the 
seventh ward engine house last night 
to hear a further discussion of the 
water works question. 
The mfeeting 
was organized by the election of Geo. 
Jacoby chairman, after 
which 
Capt. 
Hettler was called on and responded 
with a short address, which was con- 
clusive and to the point. 
The speak- 
er referred to the short 
time 
which 
was left for the people to decide 
whether they would have water works 
in which they would be stockholders 
or whether they would have a mo- 
nopoly. Terre Haute was pointed out 
as an instance where the city was bur- 
dened by a water 
works 
monopoly. 
Fort 
Wayne has been 
extremely 
fortunate in regard to fires in the past, 
but it has been 
pure good 
fortune, 
and cannot be depended on. Even a 
private company would give the out- 
side wards no protection in that re- 
spect, 
as 
they 
would 
only 
run 
their 
mains 
through the 
business and richer portion of the 
city. 
I t has been charged that the 
council, after the people had voted for 
water works, would go back on the 
outside wards and also that $27u,O00 
would not build the works. 
He had 
only to say that the people's own 
good judgment 
would teach them 
better than that, for as long as the 
outside wards had ten councilmen no 
such a scheme could be carried out 
even if it should be devised. The 
waterworks debt would not be a tax 
eating debt but would soon become a 
tax paying debt. 
The fund would be 
automatic; it would pay itself. Our 
waterworks system is the most scien- 
tific 
that can be produced. 
Well 
water for domestic purposes and river 
water by direct pressure for fire pur- 
poses. A t the same time, during the 
construction of the works, a number 
of our own workingmen would have 
work and afterwards new manufactor- 
ies would spring up and afford them 
constant employment. 
The question 
simply is, will the city pay taxes for 
water works or will we have works 
which will pay tax to the city. 


The chairman 
being called upon 
made a few remarks expressing himself 
strongly in favor of water works. 


James E . Graham next 
took the 
floor at the call of the audience and 
stated that, although he could say 
nothing new, yet from the fact that 
his ward was as much interested as 
any ward in the city, he wanted to 
help to impress on the minds of his 
fellow-citizens the importance of their 
votes on next Tuesday. 
He said that 
water works would increase the de- 
mand for labor, and that all of the 
$270,000, except possibly what would 
be expended for pipes and engines, 
would be distributed among the work- 
ing men of Fort Wayne, and already 
he sees signs that even the pipes would 
be manufactured in this city. 
Some 
persons claim that the work" will cost 
a great deal more than the estimated 
price. 
Yet he has never found a man 
who could give any reliable data for 
such a statement. Mr. Cook has giveu 
his lifetime to estimates and figures 
and he would hardly risk his well- 
known reputation by lying to the Fort 
Wayne 
people. 
Two hundred and 
seventy thousand dollars is $110,000 
less 
than the estimated cost two 
years 
ago. The interest now 
will 
be 6 
percent 
instead of 
8 
percent, and the bonds 
will 
sell at par. 
The bonds will be sold 
and the money will be brought here 
instead of taking the money away 
and at the very leastcalculation$170,- 
000 of this amount will be left witli 
the workingmen of this city. 
There 
is an emergency. 
The constitutional 
amendment will surely be adopted next 
spring, and that cannot, like a law, 
bo repealed, and water works by the 
city will be cut off forever. 
The sav- 
ing that will accrue in the iire depart- 
ment, and the rents that will be re- 
ceived from the difierent manufactor- 
ies and railroads will pay the interest, 
so tiiat the taxes next year will not be 
raised a mill. 
Private 
works would 
not extend pipes south of the railroad 
for at least ten years. 
Fort 
Wayne 
has the least assessment of any city of 
its size in the state, and is third in 
size and should not disgrace itself by 
voting it down. 
The speaker referred 
to a circular which was being circu- 
lated in an obscure sheet in this city, 
by a gentleman who had a waterprivi- 
lege 
to sell, who thought 
that 
the 
water on his property was 
distilled 
in 
heaven 
dripped 
through a bevy of angels and contain- 
ed all the elements of life and health, 
and the object of that circular was 
begotten by selfishness and would 
have no effect with honest men. In 
conclusion, if you will do right, vote 
for waterworks, if not vote against 
them, but consider well and vote for 
your own interest. 


Capt. Hettler again cautioned the 
people against being deceived by any 
fals" representation and gave Mr. Orff 
a clever parting shot. 


The speakers were frequently inter- 
rupted by applause and at the conclu- 
sion a vote of thanks was tendered 
Mr. Hettler for his address. 


The ward has as yet appointed no 
committees owing to the fact that so 
many of the ¡residents were 
railroad 
men, who did not know 
when they 
would be in the city. 
Strong commit- 
tees will be appointed on Monday 
evening.
